Since an electron Is the smallest 
demonstrable comp onent of mat­ 
ter, always p ossessing a negativ e 
electric charge. Is "a whirl or an 
eddy In the ether,” It Is the ori­ 
gin of all matter as far aa science 
la concerned.

Is 
tru e 
that 
throu gh the exchange of ethereal 
matter,

attraction, 
p rotyles, electrons, atoms and ele­ 
ments are ev olv ed, bu t science does 
not yet know how It Is done.)

By p rop er env ironments and con­ 
ditions for mental life, we create 
afmlratlon. adoration, mental lov e, 
worship , etc„ which are names for 
v ariou s degrees of mental attrac­ 
tions. 
Here, then, we

the 
comp lete chain 
from the electron, 
with lU magnetic charge of su b­ 
stance In motion to 
the 
highest 
mental dev elop ment of man, with 
electricity 
ev erywhere 
p resent, 
nev er beginning, nev er ending and 
always hav ing a tendency to de­ 
v elop Into something higher, be­ 
cau se su bjected to the 
tu re, "the strongest p rev ails. 
Kow It mu st be remembered that 
ou r mind Is ou r brain dev elop ment 
as a resu lt of all ou r exp eriences, 
•nd ou r sou l Is the effect or resu lt 
of all ou r actions.

to control these forces and the eas­ 
ier It will be to p rodu ce the great­ 
est amou nt of good. Thu s "science 
Is a magnificent material force, 
consecrated by lov e and Is there­ 
fore a teacher of lov e." 
As stated before, there cannot 
hav e been a beginning In the crea­ 
tion of the u niv erse In the strict 
sense of the word.

from 
one side of the u niv erse to the 
other. 
More than a million solar 
systems, the size of ou r own, cou ld 
be p laced, end 
to 
end, 
withou t 
bridging the sp ace.” 
Bu t since 
the u niv erse Is Infinite, It can con­ 
tain an Infinite nu mber 
of 
su ch 
stellar 
systems. 
Howev er, 
ou r 
minds cannot grasp th j size of In­ 
finity, and therefore we may aa 
well assu me for all p ractical p u r­ 
p oses that the u niv erse Is six 
qu lntllllon miles wide. 
With this 
u nderstanding, we may assu me an 
Imaginary beginning of ou r own 
solar system and date It back mil­ 
lions and millions of years, and 
ev er since, ev olu tion has been tak­ 
ing p lace and will conUnu e for­ 
ev er. 
Now if we set aside 
all 
ou r 
p reju dices and p reconceiv ed Ideas, 
based on wrong teaching 
throu gh 
Ignorance on ou r p art of scientific 
facta, we can correct ou r mistakes 
of the p ast and solv e a great many 
qu estions 
that 
were 
u nsolv able 
before, regardless 
of 
the 
fact 
whether these solu tions are to ou r 
liking or not, for ou r aim 1s to 
get at the 
absolu te 
tru th 
and 
to solv e ou r mysteries. Mysteries are 
occu rrences which we cannot com­ 
p rehend and are simp ly the resu lt 
of Ignorance on ou r p art; for as 
soon as we u nderstand a so-called 
mystery It ceases to be one. The 
written message that was brou ght 
ov er by an Indian to a general 
was a mystery to the Indian, bu t 
not to the 
general, 
who 
cou ld 
write and read. 
Then let 
u s 
inv estigate 
with 
op en minds, 
ready 
to 
abandon 
whatev er fau lty 
Ideas 
we 
may 
hav e cherished. 
From the fore­ 
going. we cannot fall to see that 
the origin of 
the 
u niv erse 
Is 
p u rely p hysical and chemical, and 
that the resu lts of 
p hysical 
and 
chemical actions p rodu ce p lant and 
animal life. Thu s far there 1s no 
sign of mentality and thu s there 
cou ld not hav e been a p recon­ 
ceiv ed p lan of ev olu tion. The ev o­ 
lu tion In the u niv erse Is therefore 
the resu lt of the actions of the 
laws of natu re on electrons and 
dep ends u p on circu mstances, su r­ 
rou ndings, adap tations, attractions 
and v ariou s conditions. The sweet­ 
est child will fall down the cliff 
as well as the stone to follow the 
law of grav itation. It is u p to u s 
to p rev ent the child from falling 
and p reserv e Its life, so, since we

The “p ros” and "cons” of the death 
p enalty hav e not only been made 
a su bject of controv ersy, bu t hav e 
fu rnished food for eerlou s thou ght 
on the p art of thinking men and 
W'omen. 
The familiar argu ment that cap i­ 
tal p u nishment acts as a whole­ 
some deterrent to the taking of
